mAHAT DO we mean, in metaphysics, 
4 when we say “there is no sin”? We 
mean that in absolute Truth there are 

, no negatives, no sin, no evil. Sin 
exists for the person who is in the conscious- 
ness of sin. Not knowing the truth, he “misses 
the mark.” He is like the school boy who, 
unable to apply the principle of mathematics, 
makes mistakes in his calculations. His mis- 
takes do not exist as far as the principle is con- 
cerned. No one could say truthfully that there 
is any principle involved in making mistakes in 
mathematics.
